It was that the 
dancing-girls were to dance and sing only 
from the Geeta-Govinda al the time of 
food-olferings (Bhoga) in the Jagannath 
temple. One Shri Gopinath = Praharaj 
provided the Jagannath temple which he 
erected with “maidens as charming as 
Rambha” (Phe Gopinathpur temple inserip- 
lion V, 21).

THE STYLE 


Odissi is a highly stylised dance, with 
strict rules governing every aspect of its 
rendering. As the dance once supplied the 
inner rhythms of harmony to architecture 
of Orissa which abounds with thousands 
of dancing images, Odissi is full of seuln- 
turesque poses known as Bhangis. Mostly 
these Bhangis are — based on the 
“Tribhanga” or three-bend concept of 
Hindu iconography. “This feminine pose is 
most approved with three bends in the 
body the first caused by the crossing of the 
legs, the second by a curvature at the waist 
and the third by an inclination of the head 
to one side, generally to the left. This is 
esteemed, the most amatory and graceful, 
and dancing girls are~ often represented 
with these or similar bends”. Moreover in 
pure and decorative dance items of Odissi, 
where there is no meaning to. convey, 
importance is given to the stance, the body- 
line and the manner of performing. The 
movements are soft and lyrical. All these 
combine to build up the elaborate grace 
and charm, the fundamental characteri- 


stics of Odissi.

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although bird shooters would find it diffi- 
cult to negotiate through the reservoir 
because of unuprooted tree stumps on its 
bed. At the upstream end of the reservoir 
are rugged ranges of hills traversed in all 
directions by drainage channels leading 
into the Mahanadi. Below the dam is an 
island where a small park hag been deve- 
loped. the entrance to which is regulated 
through the main dam from its either 
ends. A first-class Rest House, one of the 
very best, at the foot of the Jawahar Minar, 
controlled by the Irrigation Department of 
the State, provides comfortable board and 
lodging at moderate charges. Down below 
the reservoir, on either side of the dam are 
the twin townships of Hirakud and Burla 
where also rest houses are ayailable at 
moderate rates. A visit to this place is 
most enjoyable during the rains and the 
winter. 


Hirakud dam can be reached both by 
rail and road. About 280 Km. from 
Cuttack by road on the National Highway 
No. 7. it takes about five hours through a 
most picturesque part of the State covered 
by the old princely States. Time at the dis- 
posal of the visitor permitting, he could, on 
his way to Sambalpur, make a journey to 
Tikarpara, 56 Km. from Angul, fa Wee a 
view of the splendid ‘Satkosia Ganda or 
gorge through which the mighty Mahanadi 
rolls for about 22 Km. ,before it 
descends to the plains in the coastal area. 
The river bed which is much more than 
one and half kilometre at other places in

USAKOTHI SANCTUARY AT BADRAMA 


51 Km. from Hirakud is situated the 
Usakothi Sanctuary, negotiable by car over 
the Badrama-ghat roads through the town 
of Sambalpur. Covering an area of 63 
sq. miles of the Bamra forest division, this 
sanctuary affords . special protection to 
bisons. Other animals to be seen here are 
wild elephants. tigers. panthers — and 
sambars. A rest house of the Forest 
Department at Badrama at the disposal of 
the Divisional Forest Officer, Bamra. — is 
available for visitors to rest and — return 
to Sambalpur or Hirakud. 


INFRA-STRUCTURE 


The State is dotted with scores of places 
of like nature pleasing to the sight and re- 
freshing to the mind, but there has been 
no development in them to offer the mini- 
mum comforts to tourists. In the places 
of which an account has been given here. 
much has been done, but much more re- 
mains to be done by way of provision of 
amenities. recreations and comforts and the 
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State Government endeavours to do this 
in a big way. Tourist trade is of recent 
growth and the impact on the economy it 
generates is slowly but surely dawning on 
every one. With prohibition removed 
the State. the rich heritage of the

Harsha 
spent a long time in the region so that his 
enemy Emperor Pulakesin II, who has 
already conquered south Kosal and Kalinga 
might not invade Kangoda also. After 
Harsha’s death, Sailoddhavas again became 
independent. Some of these kings — esta- 
blished overseas empire in Malaya Penin- 
sula and East Indies. Dharmaraja was the 
last independent king of the line and the 
dynasty ended about middle of the 8th 
century A.D., when the Karas came to 
power. It was under the patronage of 
these early Kara Kings the monastery of 


Puspagiri became a_ great centre of 
learning. The Neulpur plate of Subha- 


kara tells us that about 795 A.D. he sent 
an embassy to the Chinese Emperor Te-

The awl life of this tract’ is charac 
terised by the absence of many of — those 
Indo-Chinese species which abound in the 
hill forests of the Himalayas. It is the 
home of the true Indian fauna, of which 
the spotted deer, the nilgai (Boselaphus 
(Antelope 
carvicarpa), the four-horned — antelope 
(Chousingha) and the sloth bear (Melursus 
ursinus) are typical representatives. These 
are found nowhere else in the country.

THE PROBLEM 


Wild life in India has assumed its due 
importanene in our antiquity. In the 
Vedic-era the protection of animals and 
birds were considered a sacred duty. The 
Ashrams, in fact, served as) the sanctum 
snetorum where animals and birds moved 
about freely and fearlessly. In later ages, 
the affection for wild life diminished. 
though respect for it continued. In course 
of time the theory that life feeds on life 
began to dominate man’s mind. This was 
the beginning of the struggle between man 
on one hasid and animals and birds on the 
other. And the annihilation of wild life in 
India has been accelerated during the last 
two decades. We have reached a stage 
where without special measures they are

ARGOMONE, POISONING IN COOKING OILS 


Argomone seeds, 


popularly known as 
Darvdi, Pilvra Dotra, Satyanasi, ete.. are 
poisonous. As they closely — resemble 


mustard seeds, there are chances of their 
getting mixed with mustard, sesame and 
rape seeds. Accidental mixing can be 
prevented at the source itself by effectively 
destroying »-gomone seeds growing among 
all seed craps by two or three sprays of 
‘pernoxone’ in early spring after the crop 
is harvested. But often, some unscrupulous 
dealers with ideas of making easy pro- 
fits, mix argomone seed oil with mustard 
or other edible oils for cooking purpose. 
The most common effects of argomone oil 
poisoning are sudden swelling .of legs
